We have not heard a great deal 
latterly concerning the’ efforts of 
France and Italy to evolve some 
sort of understanding in regard to 
naval disarmament. It will be re- 
called that at the time of the Lon- 
don Conference, these two nations, 
whilst agreeing to some of the pro- 
visions of the Treaty, could not re- 
concile their ‘viewpoints ‘on the 
question of naval atrength., At the 
recent ceremony of depositing the 
ratifieations of the Treaty, the Bri- 
tish Premier expressed an carnest 
hope that the “ negotiations which 
‘have been proceeding © between 
France and Italy to enable them to 
assent to the whole Treaty would 
before long prove successful, but 
at the same time he realised the 
difficulties of the problern. 

So far as can be gathered from 
the brief reports hitherto issued 
of the Franco-Italian negotiations, 
the French have suggested that each 
party should build and replace pari 
patasit, or nearly so, with the other, 
until 1936.
